ASSIGNMENT AGREEMENT 



This Assignment Agreeraent (this ''Agreement) is made on the 1st of December 2003 (the 
^^Effective Date'^) by and among Owens Coming, a Delaware corporation ("OC), Owens- 
Coming Fiberglas Technology, Inc., an Illinois corporation ("OC Tech'"), Owens Coming 
Canada, Inc., a Canadian company ("OCC"), Engineered Yams America, Inc., a Massachusetts 
corporation C'£E4", and together with OC, OC Tech, and OCC, ''Transferors'^ and NEPTCO 
JW LLC, a Delaware limited liability company ("JF'). Transferors and JV are collectively 
referred to herein as the ''Parties'^ and individually as a ''Party ^ 

Recitals 

A, Pursuant to a Joint Venture Formation Agreement dated October 7, 2003 (the "JV 
Formation Agreemenf\ OC and NEPTCO ticorporated ("NEPTCO') formed JV for the 
development, manufacturing, marketing and sale of Telecom Products (as defined in the JV 
Formation Agreement). 

B. Pursuant to an Asset Purchase Agreement dated as of the date hereof (the "Asset 
Purchase Agreement), OC agreed to, and to cause OC Tech, OCC, and EYA to, transfer to J\' 
valuable technology and intellectual property (the OC Transferred Patents and OC Transferred- 
Know How, as defined in the Asset Purchase Agreement, collectively the "OC Transferred 
Technology") related to the manufacture of Telecom Products. 

C- The OC Transferred Technology is appUcable to products other than Telecom Products, 
and OC therefore agreed to transfer, and to cause to be transferred, the OC Transferred 
Technology to the JV subject to receiving back from JV certain rights to apply the OC 
Transferred Technology to Non-Telecom Products pursuant to a License Agreement executed on 
even date herewith (die "OC License^') and subject to pre-existing license agreements with 
Owens Coming Korea dated as of the date hereof (the "OC Korea License"') and with 
Tecniconsult, s.p.a. dated April 1998 (the "Tecniconsult License"'). 

AGREEMENT 

In consideration of the covenants recited in this Agreement, and for other good and valuable 
consideration, the receipt and sufficiency of which are acknowledged, the Parties agree as 
follows: 

Article 1- Deflnitions 

Except as otherwise expressly provided in this Agreement, capitalized terms used herein which 
are defined in the Asset Purchase Agreement shall have the meanings specified for such terms in 
the Asset Purchase Agreement. 

1.1 "OC Transferred Know-How" has the meaning set forth in the Asset Purchase 
Agreement. 
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12 :'OC Transferred Patents"" has the meaning set forth m the Asset Purchase 
Agreement. The OC Transferred Patents include the patents and patent applications on Schedule 
■ A hereto. 

Article 2- Assignment 

2.1 Patent Assignment. Subject to the Ucense rights granted under the OC License, 
the OC Korea License, and the Tecniconsult License, Transferors hereby assign and transfer to 

. JY, its successors and assigns, all of their right, title, and interest in and to the OC Transferred 
Patents, and all rights and privileges related thereto including without limitation all rights to sue 
others for past, present, and future acts of infringement of the OC Transferred Patents, and to 
retain all revenues received from others for past acts of infringement of the OC Transferred 
Patents ("OC Transferred Patent Rights"). 

2.2 Know-How Assignment. Subject to the Ucense rights granted under the OC 
License, the OC Korea License, and the Tecniconsult License, Transferors hereby assign and 
transfer to JV all of their right, title, and interest in and to the OC Transferred Kjiow-How. 

2.3 Authorization to Patent Offices. Transferors hereby authorize and request the 
appropriate officers in the United States Patent and Trademark Office and in foreign Patent 
Offices, as ^propriate, to issue to JV any and all patents that may be granted upon applications 
forming a part of the OC Transferred Patents, and to index this Agreement against any and all of 
such patents and patent appUcations forming a part of the OC Transferred Patents. 

2A Further Assurances. Transferors ftuther agree for themselves, their successors, 
assigns, and legally bound predecessors, without further consideration to Transferors but at JM's 
expense, to testify in legal proceedings, make all lawful oaths, execute any further legal 
documents, including any further assignments, such as individual assignments for recordation in 
the U.S. and foreign patent offices, which may be in the form of Exhibit A, and to perform all 
acts, that may be necessary to complete the assignment of Transferors' interest in and to the OC 
Transferred Patent Rights and the OC Transferred Know-How. In the event of a conflict or 
inconsistency between the terms and conditions of this Agreement and the terms and conditions 
of any such legal document, and unless otherwise agreed in writing, the terms and conditions of 
this Agreement shall be controlling. Consequently the terms and conditions of this Agreement 
shall control over those of any other documents assigning any part of the OC Transferred Patent 
Rights and the OC Transferred Know-How whether executed on even date herewith or thereafter. 

2.5 Controlling Agreement. In the event of a conflict or inconsistency between the 
terms and conditions of this Agreement and the terms and conditions of the Asset Purchase 
Agreement, the terms and conditions of this Agreement control; provided, however, that if there 
is a patent or patent application listed as being assigned or sold to JV on the schedules of the 
Asset Purchase Agreement but not Schedule A attached hereto, Transferors hereby assign and 
transfer, to JV, all of their rights, title and interest, under the terms and conditions of this 
Agreement as if it was listed on Schedule A attached hereto.
